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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The instant invention is deemed to be directed to an unobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in U. S. Patent Nos, 5,153,976 to Benchaar et al. and 3,589,756 to Pruvot. 
The improvement comprises a mounting mechanism with a through groove formed at an end 
surface of the cyUnder main body to have such a shape as to pass the coupling end in an inserting 
state where the longitudinal axes of the cylinder main body and the push rod are held 
substantially normal to each other and to prevent the coupling end from coming out in a 
mounting state where the longitudinal axes of the cylinder main body and the push rod are 
substantially aligned for the purposes of simplifying the mounting process.
